of the 
residents 
of 
the 
town. 
A 
correspon 
dent calls the Freeholders Conven 
tion's attention to a matter in rela­ 
tion to the tax levy, supporting to a 
certain extent the proposition hereto 
fore taken by the GAZETTE. 


We are satisfied that the Board wil] 
work in the interests of the people 
just as far as they can see it with 
their o wn eyes and personal views. 


T o err is human and looking at 
the matter from the standpoint they 
have taken, it is quite possible that 
some things proposed may riot suit 
the masses. 
We are only writing in 
a general way, as up to the 
present 
time there has been really no defin­ 
ite action taken by the Board of 
Freeholders. 
Probably their
